“The Secretary ofthe Interior came 
to call on me and announced himself as 
ex-Secretary Of State, ex-Envoy Extra-

This comes well from a man who 
when he arrived in Liberia was 
accustomed to tell the Liberians,—- 


‘**‘T am black like you, and am proud of 
b. 
a great people. In one hundred years 
the Negroes of America will number 
190 milions while the whites will only 
number 95 milions; The oppressed will 
then become the oppressor.’’ 


But when he came in contact 
with a caucasian would say, 
‘“T am so glad that the same blocd 
that flows through your veins, flows 
through mine. I am_ seventh-eight 
white. My grtund-father was a white: 
mau. The Negro will never be anything.”’ 

Bat one might ask, what could 
have prompted Taylor to tell such 
glaring falsehoods. Hear what he 
himself says :— | 

“Bat as to the future of the 
Negroes. My aim and object in 
seeking to make myself. dis- 
tinguished is to reach a position 
to make them listen to me. Lam 
only 31 years old, the youngest 
man in the diplomatic service, and 
my people will not pay any at- 
tention to aman, particularly a 
young man unless he is known 
and to a certain extent distinguish- 
ed.” | 
If his object was to acquire 
notoriety, he has surely succeeded; 
for he will always be known in 
Liberia, as the greatest L—r of 
modern times---surpassing even 
Baron Munchausen, and when a 
Liberian wishes to acknowledge 
the Supremacy of one who is ac- 
customed to draw the long bow, he 
can say nothing stronger than 
‘‘why he beats Taylor.” Rest, 
then, Taylor with your well earned 
noloriety.

zens. Hor this appeal alike to 
Confederate avd Union soldiers, 
to the blue and the gray, so that 
when passion and prejudice disap- 
pear both sides will gtand by each 
other in the improvement and 
development of our great and 
united country.” 

As early as January, 1875, on the 
Louisiana. resolution of Senater 
Schurz, he said : 
| ‘*I do with all my heart respond 
to the peroration of a speech made 
the other day by the Senator from 
Georgia (Mr. Gardon) for peace, 
harmony, ant good-will. He says 
he is. heartily sick of all this stir- 
ring up of passiovs.

They proceeded 
slowly down the aisle followed by 
their duector, Prof. Miiler and 
the Rector, the volume of sound 
gradually increasing like wavelets 
in a stream, until the chancel 
was reached when the pure but 
simple tones grew to a mighty 
strain sung in perfect eset by 
choir and congregabion. 

As the last notes of the gran 
old bymn died away leaving ouly 
an echo, all became as still as 
death and we felt that the “Lord | 
was in His holy temple” and that 
ull the earth was keeping silence, 
The music for the service consist- 
ed of an Easter Anthem, Festi- 
val Te Deum and Jubilate Deo, 
by the celebrated composer, 
Dudiey Buck, with appropriate 
hymns and chants. It would be 
faint praise to say that this music 
was wellrendered Indeed it is 
no exaggeration to say that it is 
impossible to produce greater 
effects with the same number of 
voices no matter from where 
selec'ed. The harmonizing eff-cts 
were simply astonishing. It was 
the perfect melody and harmony 
of the “music of nature’ adorned 
with the beauty ana grandear of 
lyric and dramatic art, and rend- 
ered in such a manner as to make 
the impressiou that it was in 
reality a part of the service. It 
too often happens that cnurch 
music is so discoursed as to 
make it a thing apart from the 
worship of the Lord. | 

The choir of St. Mary’s Church 
is @ conspicuous exception tu this 
almost universal rule. The siug- 
ers all seemed to have an intelli- 
gent comprebensiveness of the 
music. They expressed their 
grief at the suffering and death of 
Christ, and their exultations at 
His resurection with a touching 
fervor that was wholly unaffected. 
This was notably true of the 
Te Deum “VouchafeO Lord to 
keep us” as sung by Miss Louise 
Hamer. ‘This aria is so arranged 
as to give fuli scope for all varie- 
ties of dramatic expression, ac- 
cording to the power of the 
singer. Simple justice impels us 
to say that Miss Hamer. was fully 
equal to the requirements of the 
oceasion.~ 

At Offertory, Mrs. Waring 
sung Handell’s “I know that my 
Redeemer liveth,” as she never 
sang before. She seemed to for- 
get audience, music and every- 
thing else, and sang with an 
impassioned pathos and sympa- 
thetic effect that produced a 
similar feeling in the congrega- 
tion. How much better fitted is 
musie of exalted purity hke this 
for its sacred purposes than that 
which accompanies the well

The same laws that operate 
against the white man for crimes 
should be applicable to the colored 
man for similar offenses, the same 
political privileges accorded the 
white man should be enjoyed by 
the colored man; and if our 
constitation is so defective 
and United States laws repugnant 
to said constitution to such a de- 
gree that a white man receives a 
quasi punishment. for the same 
crime for which a colored man suf 
fers death, can America assert that 
she is the land of the free and the 
home of the brave? Since 
the ascendency of the democratic 
party, we are of the opinion that 
the colored man is aware that - in- 
augural declarations have been but 
promises and existing circamstan- 
ces are but reminiscences of the 
past, and... 

Whereas, so much sympathy has 
been expressed for Ireland ia her 
struggle for home rule, why is it 
that no defense is made for the 
suffering Negroes in the South, who 
are not only deprived of their polit- 
ical rights but of their civil liberty. 
The revised Code ofthe District 
vf Columbia for the year 1857, 
chapter 47, section 4 enacted: The 
value of the slave condemed aud 
executed or reprieved for sale and 
transportation, shall be paid to the 
owner out of the treasury; such 
value shall be the cash price for 
which he would sell at public sale, 
with a knowledge of the crime tor 
which he was condemned. It shall 
be fixed by the criminal court and 
entered on record, and paid by the 
marshal to the owner. If such 
slave be a slave only for aterm of 
years, or for the life of another 
person, he shall be valued accorii- 
ingly. 

Sec. 5. A slave brought into this 
Distriet coutrary to law, or who, in 
passing tbrough it, or temporarily 
sojourning in it, committed the 
offense for which he is condemned, 
shall not be valued by the criminal 
court, or paid tor out of the treas- 
‘ury; nor shall a slave be so paid 
for who may be condemned for an 
offense, in the commission of which 
his owner was either priucipal or 
accessory, and couvicthd thereof. 


See. 6th. A negro shall bea 
competent witness ior or against a 
negro in any crimival proceedings, 
and shall be a compstent wituess 
in any civil case to which only ne- 
groes are parties, but uot in any 
other case. - 


Sec. 7th. No negro shall be en- 
titled to the privilege of voting at 
elections, or of being elected or ap- 
pointed to any office of profit or 
trust. 

The above are but a few of the 
acts of 57, whieh show judicial dis- 
crimination against the slave, at 
the Uapitol of a Republic whose 
aieclaration of independence of 
July 4th, 1776 declared, ‘*We bold 
these truths to be self evident; 
that all men are created equal ; 
that they are endowed by their 
(Jreator with certain unalienable 
rights; that among these are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ress. 

The laws. pertaining to the 
Wegro  siaves subsequent to 
the declaration of independence, 
x. bow their inconsistences or their 
repugnaneies toa governmeni of 
liberty, treedom and independence. 
Sjuch an oligarchy exists to-day, in 
the South, and the general gov- 
ernment declares its inability to 
protect her unfortunate citizens. 
Our own form of government in 
the District of Columbia is un- 
american and uuvrepublican, aud 
tending towards a monarchbal form ; 
an oligarchy that wiil soon become 
as absolute as the Government of 
Russia. A great namberof our 
Sevators and Representatives in 
Congress, from the South are elect- 
ed through fraud, intimidatioa 
and murder, by the suppression 
of free speech, by the marriage 
and: convict laws, make it im- 
possible for colored men to get 
justice in Southern courts when 
opposed by white men, a8 an 
evidence of the lack of home rale 
in the South. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is a national farce. -Sinve 
its existance every case in which a 
coloured man has been the plaintiff, 
its verdict has bveeu, the Negro 
has ro rights which the white man 
is bound to respect. No sooner 
had a decision been given, the 
Mississippi democratic legislatare 
passed a law designating separate 
cars fur Negroes. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW 


has been civilly used by democrat-
